She's determined to 
send "Fresher" out into the bread 
world and make it earn its own 
keep. Aliindy "Fresher" is getting 
the idea;,.he's making the compe- 
tition sit up and take notice. 
"Fresher" has electrified the en- 
tire Beier organization consisting 
of 75 employes. They'rft going to 
bat for "Fresher."

Mrs. Beier explained how 


"Fresher" happened to come 
along. First the bakery experi- 
mented with formulas that were 
to insure top quality. It sent the 
results to the W. E. Long Co., 
Chicago, production consultants to 
the bread industry. The bread got 
a fine rating. 


Then to the most important 


part of all—appetite appeal. Mrs. 
Beier said it took a lot of study. 
Housewives, curiously enough, 
are "eye appeal" shoppers. They 
experiment with bakery products 
and likely as not will pick the 
product 
with the 
eye-appeal 


wrapper. Mrs. Beier says that 
studies show that a housewife 
will spend just a matter of sec- 
onds to choose a loaf of bread 
from a display counter.! h a t 
means the wrapper must be 
"sharp." 
As Mrs. Beier explained it, "We 


attempt to picture outside what's 
inside." That accounts for the new 
wrapper on Beier's "Fresher." It 
shows a delicious slice of bread. 
The key color is yellow—a best- 
seller in the eye appeal depart- 
ment.

Beier 


shudders when she recalls what 
happened a year ago. The bakery 
experimented with a new wrapper. 
It was supposed to have "eye ap- 
peal," too, 
l»«t represented 
a 


topsv-turvey series of blocks •with 
"Beier's" spelled out. It wasn't 
readable. Customers shunned it 
like they would a rattlesnake. As 
a consequence, the bakery yanked 
off the new wrapper in a matter of 
two weeks. 


That's pretty much the back- 


ground on "Fresher." Beier's 
new 
infant. "It's got every- 


thing," claims "Mother" Beier. 
"It's got wheat germ, a home- 
made aroma, and fla\or." 
You can expect most new moth- 


ers to say those things.

Ashton School 
Plan Develops 
Speed Petitions to 
Detach From Dist. 271 


ASHTON—(Special)—A movement to detach the Ashton area' front 


Community Unit School District 271 and form a new unit district picked 
up steam, Monday night as more than 250 persons attended a public 
discussion meeting on the proposal in Mills-Petrie building. 


Circulation of p e t i t i o n s for 


detachment began following the 
meeting and, according to plans 
announced, will spread throughout 
the area this week. The goal is to 
secure the signatures of more than 
two-thirds of the legal voters in 
the proposed district. 


The suggested boundary is rough- 


ly the same as the old Ashton 
high school district which became 
a part of District 271, but includes 
more territory to the south.- The 
southernmost limit is Rt. 30 be- 
tween the Pine Hill station and 
West Brooklyn Spur. It includes 
most of Bradford Township, the 
west portion of Reynolds Township, 
most of Ashton Township 
and 


much of Lafayette Township in 
Ogle County. The west line is ap- 
proximately half way between Ash- 
ton and Franklin Grove. 


Henert Chairman 


Bumell Henert, a former District 


271 board of education member, 
was chairman of last night's meet- 
ing. Other speakers who explained 
the plans were Floyd Bothe, Don 
Cross, Faust Boyd, Ralph Fulton 
and Don Hill. 


The speakers emphasized that 


they hoped the program would be 
one which could receive the back- 
ing of a large majority of the pop- 
ulation. Several said they hoped to 
get away from the disunity in Dis- 
trict 271. District 271 has been in- 
volved in a large school-small 
school building program controver- 
sy for several years. 


Fulton said the valuation of the 


proposed district would be about 
$13,000.000. The minimum required 
to establish a unit district is 56,- 
000.000. 


The speakers said the population 


of the area is more than the mini- 
mum 2,000. To establish this figure 
they will conduct a census while 
they are gathering signatures on 
petitions. 


Speaking on "Why Divide the 


District?" Floyd Bothe said Dis 
tnct 271 once had a valuation of 
$50,000,000. but through detach- 
ments that has "dwindled" to $34,' 
000,000. He said, "Each community 
has refused to give up any of its 
identity." Therefore, he continued 
"Thirty-four million valuation di 
vided by four high schools (Ash 
ton, 
Franklin Grove, Lee Center 


and Pawpaw) give eight and 
half million per school. The ne\\ 
district would give Ashton a $13, 
000,000 valuation." 


A "Clean Slate" 


Don Cross, commenting on the 


current probationary status of Dis 
trict 271, imposed by the state, said 
"We would start with a clean 
slate." 


Don Hill said, "If a district u 


too large for one school, the dis 
tnct is too large. The new distric 
would give us local control of ou 


SvlllrO! " 


Calling for members of the audi 


ence to volunteer to help get peti 
lions signed, the speakers empha 
sized a need for speedy action t 
form the new district. If the dis 
tnct is formed before a $925,00 
bond issue for school construction 
in District 271 is sold, residents o 
the area will not have to be taxec 
for the issue, they said. A hearing 
on a complaint asking an injunc- 
tion to prevent sale of the bonds is 
expected to be heard in circuit 
court earlv in June.

and probably destroyed an- 
other this morning, the air 
force announced. 
The dogfight started over inter- 


national waters of the Yellow Sea, 
he Air Force said, when "eight 
Sabres were attacked by 12 to 16 


'ommumst fighters." All the Sa- 
bres, on a patrol mission, returned 
ater to their Korean bases. 


The fight area was about 50 


niles southwest of the mouth of 
.he Yalu River, boundary between 
North Korea and Red China. Com- 
munist China has a large air base 
at Antung, and North Korea at 


uipj, on opposite banks of the 


Yalu. 


The Air Force gave no clue on 


the nationality of the MIGs, used 
by the air forces of North Korea, 
'ommunist China and S o v i e t 
Russia. 


MIGs Fired First 


An Air Force announcement said 


the MIGs fired first. It said the 
Sabres, from the 35th Squadron 
of the 8th Fighter-Bomber Wing, 
returned the fire. Two Communist 
pilots bailed out and "the third 
plane was last seen diving straight 
down trailing smoke." 


American pilots who scored were 


Capt. R. V. Fulton. Bemardsville, 
N. J.; Lt. B. C. Phythyon, Wads- 
worth, Ohio, and Lt. J. E. Mcln- 
erney, Garden City, N. Y., the Ail- 
Force announced. 


It was the third almost identical

Program Delayed by Tests 


The Lee County Health Department today announced officially that 


the mass immunization clinics for administering the second dose of 
Salk vaccine to first and second grade school children has been post- 
poned. 


The State Depaitment of Health 


made a similar announcement on a 
state-wide basis Monday. 


Dr. Robert W. Allen, director of 


the county department, said, "This 
department is still of the firm 
belief that the Salk vaccine is en- 
tirely safe and children who re- 
rcned the first dose on April 22, 
1&5&, should not be deprived of Us 
protective value against infantile 
paralysis by not receiving the sec- 
ond and third doses. Although the 
first dose of vaccine confers im- 
munity to a degree, full immunity 
is not achieved until after the sec- 
ond and third doses." 


On the national scene. U. S. Sur- 


geon General Leonard Scheele said 


today that the check of the vaccine, 
ordered made befoie any more 
vaccine is cleared for use, will 
begin Wednesday with an inspec- 
tion at the plant of one manufactur- 
er. He did not name the company. 


Scheele said there is no danger 


that the holdup of new supplies of 
vaccine will be so long that chil- 
dren already given their first shots 
will have to take them over. 


Asked if he had any word to give 


to worried parents, Scheele said, 
"Salk vaccine is a wonderful vac- 
cine," and added: 


"The only trouble is we just 


don't hav» enough."

For« 
eign Secretary Harold Macmillan, 
French Foreign Minister Antoin» 
Pmay and Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov would meet a day 
or two in advance of a meeting 
"at the summit" of Eisenhower, 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulganin, 
British Prime Minister Eden and 
French Premier Edgar Faure.

The heads of government would 


then confer for a short period of 
time—perhaps three or four days—» 
to lay down the outlines for a con- 
ference of their resp*ctiv« foreign 
ministers. 


The heads of government would 


not be expected to make any de- 
cisions of substance nor make any 
binding agreements. They merely 
would agree on an agenda and 
designate the persons—th« foreign 
ministers—to carry out the job. 


The 
foreign, ministers would 


then take over the stage again for 
what would probably become a 
lengthy ^conference.

Sun Never 
Sets on Our 
Markets

The sun never sets on the for- 


eign markets for U. S. farm prod- 
ucts. Round-the-world buyers this 
year will take American farm pro- 
ducts valued at about 3.2 billion 
dollars, about 10 per cent more 
than last year. 


Th« three leading U.S. agricul- 


tural exports are cotton, wheat 
and flour, and tobacco. The next 
four most important farm exports 
— soybeans, corn, lard and tallow 
— come from Corn Belt fields and 
feedlots. This ranking is based on 
exports during the first seven 
months, July-January, of this fis- 
cal year. In their period, exports 
of these farm products were val- 
ued as follows (in millions of dol- 
lars): cotton. 413; wheat and 
flour, 268; tobacco, 225; soybeans, 
101; corn, 70; lard, 50; and tallow 
48. 


Some of those golden soybeans 


you raised may go west to Japan 
or Formosa, east to the Nether- 
lands or Germany, north to Can- 
ada, south to Mexico, or to any 
one of more than 20 other coun- 
tries. Export sales during the 
year ending- June 30 will probably 
total nearly 50 million bushels, up 
15 per cent from a year before. 
The oil from another 3 million bu- 
shels is finding markets in 30 
foreign countries. Exports this fis- 
cal year will equal about 15 per 
cent of the 1954 crop. 


Corn To Market 


Yellow corn from Illinois farm- 


lands floats to markets in more 
than 20 different countries. Lead- 
ing buyers are Great Britain, Can- 
ada. Mexico. Netherlands, Bel- 
gium and Japan. Sales for the 
year 
ending- June 30 may 
be 


around 70 million bushels— about 
% as much as last year. 


Lard from Cprn Belt hogs finds 


markets in more than 40 different 
countries. Leading foreign buyers 
are Cuba. Mexico, West Germany. 
Great Britain and Yugoslavia. Ex- 
ports of lard this year may reach 
500 million pounds — about one-third 
more than last year and one-fifth 
of total production. 


We export about twice as much 


tallow as lard. The price of tallow 
Is about half that of lard, so the 
dollar value is about the same. In 
the year ending- June 30 we may 
export about a billion pounds of 
tallow worth 70 million dollars. 
Tallow from U. S. beef is sold in 
more than 50 countries. Among the 
largest buyers are Japan. West 
Germany, Netherlands. Mexico and 
Italy. 


Cotton Down 
> 


In the mid-1920, exports of cotton 


amounted to 8 to 10 million bales 
annually and took half of the cot- 
ton crop. Since then, government 
programs "to help the farmer" 
have helped to give the cotton 
markets of the forld to other pro- 
ducers. In the year ended last 
June 30, exports of cotton amount- 
ed to less than 4 million bales and 
to less than one-fourth of the

Insect 
Bulletin 


This is the fourth weekly bul- 


letin on the general Insect situa- 
tion In Illinois (fruit Insects ex- 
cept *tl), prepared by entomolo- 
gists of the Illinois Natural His- 
tory Survey, University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, and 
cooperating agencies. These bul- 
letins report current trend* in 
the insect situation and may re- 
quire local modification, since 
weather conditions materially ef- 
fect insect populations. 
Corn borer: The warm weather of 


this past week accelerated corn 
borer development, and pupation 
has begun throughoutmost of Illi- 
nois. On the basis of previous ex- 
perience, this is approximately 10 
days earlier than normal. How- 
ever, with dry conditions in the 
fields, pupation has stopped and 
will not start again until we have 
some rainfall to moisten the old 
corn stalks in which the borers are 
located. Pupation will continue at 
a rapid rate, however, with rain 
and moderate temperatures. Al- 
though it does not rid us of the 
borer problem, this early pupation 
has eased what was a serious situ- 
ation. 


We have always emphasized the 


importance of delayed planting in 
corn borer control. However, when 
more than 10 per cent of the corn 
in a community has been planted, 
further delay is of little benefit 
either to the individual or to the 
community in reducing borer pop- 
ulations in the area. This much 
early-planted corn gives the moths 
ample opportunity to lay eggs and 
promotes high borer survival; fur- 
ther delay only increases the pos- 
sibility of damage by the second 
generation. 


Chinch bugs: Concentrations of 


adults have been reported in wheat 
fields in southwestern Illinois, and 
feeding has caused some damage. 
In central and eastern Illinois, 
chinch bugs are now concentrating 
in thin stands of wheat and in 
some oat fields. The bugs have not 
yet become completely established, 
and there may be further flights 
of adults. However, if they are 
numerous enough to kill plants, an 
application of dieldrin, at % pounds 
per acre, will effectively control 
them. Do not judge effectiveness 
for at least four days after treat- 
ment. Sprays will be profitable in 
heavily infested fields unless the 
weather becomes humid and mug- 
gy. That would encourage develop- 
ment of the chinch bug fungus di- 
sease. 


Armyworms: Moth flight is still 


moderately heavy throughout much 
of the southern half of Illinois. In 
the southern third, small army- 
worms are reported to be abundant 
in winter barley, oats, and rye. No 
worms have yet been found in cen- 
tral Illinois, but they will probably 
appear this week. Observe all 
rank growths of small grains and 
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grasses, particularly the lodged 
areas of these fields, for army- 
worms. 


When four, or more armyworms 


are found per foot of drill row in 
grain fields, applications of insec- 
ticide are advisable. Apply y, 
pound of dieldrin or H'a to 2 pounds 
of toxaphene'per acre. Follow res- 
idue precautions on containers. 


Cutworms: This pest, although 


not yet a problem, may develop in | 
some of the earlier planted corn 
fields. If treatment becomes nec- 
essary, apply ii pounds of dieldrin 
or 2 pounds of toxaphene per acre 
in a band at the base of the plants. 
Use- at least 20,gallons of finished 
spray per .acre. • 


Sweet clover weevil: Reports 


have been received that this pest 
has severely damaged new seed- 
ings of sweet clover. Observe 
these fields closely and when 50 per 
cent of the foliage has been des- 
troyed, treat immediately, with lli 
pounds of toxaphene. If cinch bugs 
are extremely abundant in the 
grain, use 
3/-i pound of dieldrin per 


acre. 


Other clover insects: A fungus 


disease of clover leaf weevil has 
almost eliminated this pest during 
the past week. Treatments with in- 


secticides are no longer necessary. 


Only occasional fields of hay 


crops have an average of one or 
more'spittlebug nymphs per stem. 
These fields • might still pay for 
treatment, but the effectiveness of 
insecticide applications has de- 
creased with the added. plant 
growth which has occurred this 
past week. If spraying, apply 0.3 
pound of the gamma isomer of 
BHC or 1.5 pounds of melhoxychior 
per acre. Allow three weeks to 
elapse between application of BHC 
and harvest and one week if you 
use methoxychlor. Follow residue 
precautions closely. 


Pea aphids, although on the in- 


crease, do not yet present a prob- 
lem in hay production. 


Cautions: Before applying insect- 


icides, read the labels and follow 
all precautions carefully. This will 
not only insure personal safety, 
but will also eliminate insecticide 
residue hazards.

Benson Report Spells Out the 
Low-Income Farm Problem 


The most important background fact on President Eisen- 


hower's latest request to congress for aid to low-income 
farmers is where they are and what's wrong. 


The president's special message gave only the round 


total that one-fourth of America's farm families have cash 
incomes of less than $1000 a year. A special study submitted 
by Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson spelled this 
out in more specific terms. 


The figures are taken from the 1950 census of agricul 


ture and are already five years out of date. But they show 
that out of the country's 5,379,000 farm families, 1,513,000 
have cash income of less than $1,000. 


They are most concentrated in about 1000 of the 3050 


U. S. counties where more than half of the farmers are de- 
pendent on the income from small, poor farms.

This makes the first approach a regional matter in these 


areas: 


The Cascade and Rocky Mountain areas of western 


Washington, Oregon and Montana. 


The mountainous, Indian country of northwest New 


Mexico. 


Cutover timherland of northern Michigan and Minnesota. 
The Appalachian areas of Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 


Virginia, Kentucky Tennessee and the hill country of south- 
ern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


Then broadly the entire southeastern United States, 


stretching from eastern Oklahoma, Texas and southern Mis- 
souri to the Atlantic coast, taking in southern and western 
North Carolina and northern Florida. 


One'fourth of the farmers in these areas are nonwhite. 


The average education is less than seven years and only one 
out of ten is a high school graduate. 
*

The average farm in these problem areas is only 40 


acres, compared to the 120 average elsewhere in the nation. 
Only one farm in three has a tractor. Eighty per cent of the 
sharecroppers are in these areas. 


Nine-tenths of the farms in these low-income areas have 


sales of less than $2500 a year and the average value of land 
and buildings is less than $5000. 


Except in the Mississippi delta and the Piedmont coastal 


plains, most of the land is hilly, eroded and poor, t 


County agents, farm research, conservation, modern 


farming methods and farm credit have not reached here. 


This is. of course, no new problem. From the days of 


the depression through World War n, the old Resettlement 
and Farm Security Administrations tackled it. When they 
were damned out of existence as "red," FHA—Farm Home 
Administration took over. 


During the past 20 years the three agencies have lent 


over 500 million dollars to help 80,000 small farmers buy or 
Improve family-sized farms. About half has been repaid. 


Since 1946, FHA has lent about 750 million dollars to 


some 500,000 small farmers for equipment, livestock, feed 
and operating expenses. Two-thirds of this has been repaid. 
*

* 


So far this year, FHA has lent 126 million dollars to 


65.000 farmers for operating expenses. FHA has also lent 
or insured 27 million dollars to 3600 small farmers for land 
purchase. Approximately 125,000 small farmers are now 
using government credit supplied by the agency. 


These figures indicate that there has been some im- 


provement in the low-income situation. In 1930 it was esti- 
mated that about a third of the 6,289,000 U. S. farm families, 
or 2,100,000 of them, had income below S1000. 


Today the total number of farms has dropped by a mil- 


lion and the proportion of small, low-income farms is down 
to a fourth. 


Part of this decline represents abandonment of uneco- 


nomic farms and migration of farm workers to the cities. 


Another factor that must be considered in the change 


is that the value of the dollar is now half of what it was. 


One new situation that has developed in the past 2ojaEr° and^°"' t'tied Little Rascal*, 


years is that the number of part-time farmers and city work-'""" """ "'"" "" ™ 
ers who merely live in the country, but don't try to farm, has 
risen from a million to over a million and a half. 


In addition to supplying 30 million dollars more credit, 


more vocational educational and more extension services to 
all low-income farmers, the Eisenhower program calls for "ton fri§htenin& f°r klds an<J anti- 
explonn? the possibilities of finding more employment for|racial" 
them off the farm, to raise their standard of living.

As a Rule Inflammation of 
Bladder Can Be Controlled

Inflammation

bladder is known medicallv as 
cystitis The most common SN nip- 
toms include the pieseme of pus 
in the unne, pain, and fiequent 
urination. When cystitis develops 
suddenly, as it often does, chills 
and fever aie likely to be piesent. 
The victim may suffer from sleep- 
lessness and loss of weight 


The kind which comes suddenly 


is known as acute cystitis, and the 
difficulty usually starts near the 
base of the bladder, but shows a 
tendency to spread to other parts

organ. The wall of the bladder be- 
comes inflamed and is swollen 
and bright red in color. Regaidless 
of whether it is caused bj genns 
or by chemicals, the best treat- 
ment for acute cystitis is to try to 
find the exact cause and remote 
or treat it 


CHRONIC CYSTITIS, a condition 


in which there is long-lasting in- 
flammation of the wall of the 
bladder with perhaps pain at in- 
tervals and pus either constantly 
or otf and on. is another common 
oioblem This often follows acute 


cystitis. 


In .such cases expert study not 


only of the bladder itself, but of 
the suiiounding tissues including 
the kidney, must be carried out. 
One important study can b« made 
by using an instrument with lights 
and niiirors called a cystoscope. 
Tms is passed into the bladder 
through its external passageway so 
that the physician can look directly 
at the bladder wall. 


AS A RULE CYSTITIS or inflam- 


mation of the bladder should ba 
considered as a symptom of some- 
th'Ti? wrone elsewheie rather than 
as a disease in itself. With modern 
metnods, and especially by treat- 
ment w'th some of the newer anti- 
oiotic preparations, must cases of 
cvstitis can be brought under con- 
trol 


SYMPTOMS OF CYSTITIS are 


not haimless and rarely go away 
bv themselves It is foolhardy to 
neglect them since serious compli- 
cations can develop in time. Fur- 
thermoie most varieties of cystitis 
ate easier to treat successfully in 
their eailj stages than if they 
rave existed for a long time.

Weeks ago Judge Blythin denied 


a new trial motion citing numerous 
alleged errors in tne 31-year-old 
osteopath's 10-week trial. That 
ear'ier denial was carried to the 
Appellate Court, and Sheppard's 
chief counsel William J. Corrigan 
said he would "with dispatch" sup- 
plement it with an appeal" from 
Monday's decision. 


Remains In Jail 


Sheppard remained in c o u n t y 


jail, where he was taken last July 
30. charged with bludgeoning his 
pregnant wife Marilyn in her bed- 
room at the Bay Village home July 
4. He had no comment on Judge 
Blythin's ruling. 


The new evidence in the defense 


case boiled down mainly to a 50- 
page affidavit bv Dr. Paul L. Kirk. 
University of California professor 
of criminalistics. Hired by Corri- 
gan. Kirk came here in January 
for several davs of investigations 


The key part of Kirk's affidavit 


was that he found a blood spot on 
a wardrobe door in the murder 
bedroom and his tests, he said, 
showed it was not blood from Shep- 
pard or the murder victim. Kirk 
said the spot dripped from a sex- 
slayer's hand, bitten by. Marilyn 
Sheppard when he tried to stifle 
her screams. 


Question Accuracy 


The state had countered with an 


expert's affidavit discounting the 
accuracy of methods Kirk used to 
test the blood spot on the ward- 
robe door. 


Judge Blythin's 16-page opinion, 


bristling in spots, had this to say 
of Kirk's findings: 


"His conclusions are based on 


his own theories, do not necessar- 
ily eliminate Sam Sheppard, nor 
are 
they necessarily 
consistent 


with the theories of the defense 
at the trial. . . . " 


Kirk suggested the slayer used 


a heavy flashlight as the never- 
discovered murder weapon, and at 
the trial the defense suggested a 
multipronged instrument gashed 
the -victim's skull, the j u d g e 
noted.

tract and a union demand for ar- 
bitrating grievances. 


Sen. Kefauver

ing that the Southern Bell strike 
be submitted to binding arbitra- 
tion, as was the L&N dispute. 


Southern Bell more than once 


has rejected arbitration. 


CWA President Joseph A. Beirne 


said in a statement today that 
Southern Bell "fears" arbitration 
because he said this would "bring 
to light the medieval antiunion 
views of Bell system manage- 
ment." 


The three-week-old bus strike, 


involving the Atlantic Coast Grey- 
hound Lines and the AFL Motor 
Coach Employes Union, has idled

Tourists to Make It 
Banner Travel Year

NEW YORK l£t— More than a 


half million Americans will swarm 
over Europe this year in search of 
culture or fun. 


Other thousands will go to Latin 


America. Many will take the long 
trek to the far east. 


It looks like the biggest travel 


year ever. 


Heavy bookings are leported by 


the transatlantic steamship lines. 
Every airline flying the Atlantic 
predicts this year's travel totals 
will top last year by at least 10 
per cent. Many of the lines are 
adding new equipment for the peak 
summer season. 


Spending Up 


American spending for transpor- 


tation, travel and various services 
will be 200 million dollars higher 
this year, the National Foieign 
Trade council predicts, bunging- 
the total spending by Americans 
traveling outside the United States 
to nearly 3 billion dollars. 


The American Expiess Co ex- 


pects a record breaking year on 
the basis of a. suivey of 25 pnnci 
pal tourist centers in Europe. The 
cities were expecting from 3 to 33 
per cent more American visitors 
than last year. Hotel reservations 
for April and May were up 10 to 
25 per cent in 15 of the cities, and 
all reported summer bookings run.' 
mng 10 to 30 per cent ahead of a 
year ago. 


The Ameiican Automobile Assn. 


predicts 80,000 American vacation- 
ists will dnve through a part of 
Europe during the summer months. 


There will be 65 surface ships in 


regular Atlantic service at the peak 


of the tourist season, and shipping 
companies say they may call upon 
some "austerity vessels" to han- 
dle the overflow of tourists. 


Expect Million 


For the entire year the shipping 


companies expect to carry one mil- 
lion passengers—not all tourists, of 
course—across the Atlantic in one 
direction or the other. 


Twenty airlines fly the Atlantic 


regularly. Last year they carried 
486,000 across the Atlantic to and 
:rom the United States, two-thirds 
of them tourist class. The two 
Amercian earners—Pan American 
and TWA—toted 46 per cent of the 
total. Slightly more than half of 
first class passengers went by 
plane than by ship. 


This summer another airline will 


be added to those serving the" 
Caiibbean and South America. The 
Vang Airlines of Biazil will start 
flights late in the summer, lured 
by the fact that in the last three 
yeais air travel between New York 
and Brazil has increased at the 
rate of eight per cent a year.

Over Ward 
Leadership 


CHICAGO <*— John Earr, 47, 


today took over the reins of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. — the first 
day in 24 years that the firm has 
not been under the leadership of 
Sewell Avery, 81. 


Barr was elected chairman of 


the company at a special meeting 
of the board of directors Monday, 
micceeding Avery, who resigned. 
Averv will continue as a director. 


Edmund A. Knder, Ward's presi- 


dent, also resigned after 20 yeais 
of 
service.

Barr had no comment on his 


plans for the company — specifi- 
cally if he would start using some 
of Ward's 327 million dollars of 
liquid assets for expansion. 


"This appointment came unex- 


pectedly and I have no statement," 
Barr said late Monday after he had 
become head of the nation's oldest 
and second largest mail order firm. 


Louis Wolfson. 43, Florida finan- 


cier who failed in efforts to seize 
control of the company, has urged 
Ward's to start building 21 new 
stores within the next year. 


While Wolfion w u u t «.ontiol the 


company, he will be a new di- 
rectoi. He has said he will uige 
ine ct.tectf« to i - v i ^ "lit 5' s r:n- 
gram, which also includes splitting 
the stock on a thi ee-for-one basis 
and creating a separate company 
to own Ward's real estate 


Wolfson will ha\e at least two, 


and possibly three, members on 
Ward's nine man board of direc- 
tors. Tabulation of proxies in the 
company's recent contest for di- 
rectors will be announced Friday. 
Then, within 24 hours, votes may 
be recumulated and the final re- 
sult wall be announced.

ident and secretary into Avery's
